Nature intended man to live outdoors 


Civilization has so extended the geogrnph: 
c;il range of the human race that till 
ptimllhe plan has of necessity been aban 
donfd by the great majority of people wh 
spend far more time indoors than out. 


In the early stages of civilization house 


were suttieiently primitive to insure 
healthful degree of ventilation. 
In rocen 


ye.its there has been much talk in rogar 
to UK- improvement necessary in housin 
conditions. In the larger cities there ar 
many miserable tenements which are uiifi 
for habitation but the great majority o 
our modern houses are constructed o 
sanitary Hues and would be more healthfi. 
if they vtere properly used. 


All the living rooms ana bed room 


should have a sufficient amount of fresh 
air passing through them to keep the at 
mospl.ere perfectly sweet. 
With the ar 


rhal of the cold weather comes the prob 
lem of properly heating the house. 
Th' 


ordinary hot air furnace provides for th 
admission of fresh air as do indirect sys 
tenis 01 steam and hot water heating bu 
where the radiators are placed in the 
rooms heating too often means raising the 
temperature of the impure and staguan 
air which often remains unchanged fo: 
hours regardless of tho number ot people 
who breathe it. 


It may add to the expense of heating oui 


homes and places of business to permi 
constant admission of fresh air and tb< 
discharge of that which has been vitiated 
Health, however, depends upon the quality 
and quantity of the air we breathe and the 
slight additional expenditure required for 
he.it plus ventilation will mean much to 
health when compared with heat minus 
ventilation. 


The latter is responsible for the gre.n 


increase in pneumonia which occurs dur- 
ing the winter months.

tive Warren Worth Bailey of Pennsylvania 
was first on deck with a "war tax" bill. 
Hardly had the President finished the read- 
ing of his appeal to Congress for §100,- 
000,000 additional revenue to provide emer- 
rency funds -for the Federal treasury when 
the Pennsyivauian dropped a bill in the 
basket drawn to meet the situation. 
It 


calls for a 5 per cent, super tax on incomes 
of .f20,000 and over and JJr. Bailey thinks 
it would not merely supply the deficit re 
suiting from decreased imports under war 
conditions, but go further and take care of 
the "big navy" program and leave some- 
thing over to apply on pensions. 


"I am opposed to indirect taxes where 


lirect taxes are -available," Mr. Bailey said 
onight. "And in my judgment the great 
body of the people are carrying about all 
he load they should be asked to carry just 
iow> In proportion to his income the hod- 
carrier is contributing ten thousand times 
is much to. the support of the government 
oday as the multi-millionaire. 
Th» wo- 


nan who scrubs for a living for herself 
md her orphaned brood in proportion to 
her earnings pays for the support of this 
costly outfit at least a thousand times as 
much as the head of a big corporation. Yet 
I am no corporation-baiter and am making 
no war on the multi-millionaire. 
All I 


want to do is to sort of even things up a 
bit. The poor folks have been toting the 
load pretty much all by themselves for a 
long while and now it seems fitting that 
thobe more fortunate should shoulder it for 
a spell at least. 


"This super tax on big incomes is not 


my ideal at that," Air. Bailey went on. "But 
it is so much better than any of the pro- 
posed indirect taxes which will surely rest 
at last on the ultimate consumer — the man 
at the furnace or in the mine or in the 
furrow or driving a cart — that I am dis- 
posed to forego the idenl for the practical. 
Mot that the ideal i& not practical. 
Only 


that it is a bit strange now and some 
would regard it as revolutionary. 
The 


ideal tax would be one laid on laud values, 
apportioned among the States on the basis 
of population ; and I have a bill in reserve 
providing for such a tax. Land values 
are community values and therefore be- 
long of right to tile v> hole people. To ap- 
propriate them would be merely for the 
community — the 
v hole 
people— to 
take 


their own. 


"While I feel bound to accept the Presi- 


dent's view of the emergency needs of the 
treasury, I cannot avoid thinking that the 
situation might possibly have been better 
met in another way than by the imposi- 
tion of new taxes of any sort — say by the 
simple and salutary expedient of reducing 
expenditures. However, since that expedi- 
ent is not to have present consideration, I 
offer my super tax on big incomes as a 
proper solution of the problem."

Patriotic Peiirobe 


Senator Peurose, on page 28 of his cam- 


paign booklet "The Real Penrose," at- 
tempts to display his patriotism in this 
statement:

Administration, of buying ships and muni- 
tions of' war abroad."

in, Secretary Daniels advertised for bids 
and Hatfield bid again. This time, how- 
ever, the Bethlehem Steel Company under- 
bid - e British firm and got the contract. 
I know all about this matter because I 
went iu person to the Secretary of the 
Xavy and protested against his following 
the example of his Republican predecessor 
and awarding a projectile contract abroad. 
The Bethlehem Steel Company is now fur- 
nishing those projectiles, Mr. Schwab is 
not a brother-in-law of anybody in the 
present cabinet that I know of, bat got the 
contract just the same, and the projectiles 
are being; made in Pennsylvania.
